Details  of  the  xvork  of  the  department  during  the  year  are 
discussed  in  the  main  body  of  the  report.  It  does  however 
seem  necessary  to  direct  attention  to  the  serious  problem 
created  by  the  lack,  an  ever  increasing  lack,  of  housing  for 
the  less  fortunate  section  of  our  community,  a  community  which 
is  increasingly  expanding  as  a  result  of  the  expansion  in  in¬ 
dustrialisation  of  our  town. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  your 
Worship  and  Councillors,  and  in  particular  the  Chairman 
(Councillor  J.F.  Malherbe)  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  assistance,  support  and  consider¬ 
ation  on  all  matters  submitted  to  them  during  the  year. 

I  also  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Town 
Clerk. and  his  Staff,  and  to  all  Departmental  Heads  and  their 
Staff,  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  assistance  at  all 
times. 


In  conclusion,  I  again  desire  to  record  my  sincere 
appreciation  and  grateful  thanks  for  the  loyal  support  and 
co-operation  extended  to  me,  by  all  the  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  in  maintaining  the  Department’s  motto  - 
"Through  Education  to  Health".

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 
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The  upward  trend  in  population,  referred  to  in  the  previous 
report,  continued  during  the  year  under  review.  The  population  is 
the  highest  ever  recorded  for  Benoni,  and  at  the  present  rate  of 
increase,  there  can  he  no  question  of  a  doubt  that  the  next  year 
will  see  the  population  of  Benoni  over  the  six  figure  mark,  which 
will  further  justify  the  claim  of  Benoni  for  recognition  of  City 
status . 


With  the  imminent  rehousing  of  the  natives  presently  living  in 
the  squatters  camp  at  Apex,  this  area  will  be  released  for  further 
industrial  purposes.  This  in  turn  will  result  in  further  expan¬ 
sion  of  Benoni,  so  that  it  is  quite  feasible  that,  when  the  gold 
mines  in  other  towns  reach  the  end  of  their  life,  Benoni,  already 
highly  industrialised  in  lieu  of  mines,  will  return  to  its  status 
of  premier  city  of  the  East  Band. 


(ii)  B  I  B  T  H  S  (Pages  14  and  15) 

The  European  Birth  Bate  (27.25)  remains  satisfactory,  though 
lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year  when  it  was  20.09. 

As  usual  the  Coloured  and  Asiatic  Birth  Bates  remain  high, 
whilst  the  Native  Birth  Bate,  as  always,  continues  fallacious  owing 
to  the  incomplete  registration  of  native  births. 

The  illegitimate  birth  rate  for  natives  (31.09)  remains  high. 
Bad  overcrowded  housing,  referred  to  elsewhere  in  the  report,  with 
total  lack  of  segregation  of  the  sexes  contributes  very  greatly  to 
make  the  rate  much  greater  than  it  should  be. 


(lii)  DEATHS  (Pages  16  to  2?) 

The  European  Death  Bate  (7.59)  shows  a  slight  increase  for 
that  of  the  preceding  year  (7.02)  and  is  eminently  satisfactory. 

The  Coloured  and  Mining  Native  Deaths  show  small  decreases 
(from  16.39  to  15.26  and  6.11  to  5.19  respectively),  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Bates  for  Non-Mining  Natives 
and  also  for  Asiatics  show  increases  (from  20.22  to  21.39  and 
from  10,10  to  11.33  respectively),  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 


(iv)  INFANTILE  MOBTALITY 

(Pages  2q  and  29 ) 

Though  the  European  Infantile  Mortality  Bate  (30.27)  shows 
an  appreciable  increase  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  year 
( 27 . oo) ,  which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  it  nevertheless  is 
still  satisfactory. 
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The  Asiatic  and  Coloured  Rates  remain  high,  whilst  the 
figure  for  natives  (350.1?)  continues  most  unreliable  owing  to  the 
incomplete  registration  of  Native  births. 

Of  the  Native  deaths  no  fewer  than  20 $  occurred  during  the 
first  week  of  life,  the  most  prevalent  cause  of  death  (12.19$) 
of  this  group  being  due  to  prematurity.  The  greatest  killer  of 
deaths  of  native  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  is  summer  diarrhoea.' 
Nearly  half  (47 $)  of  all  deaths  occurring  in  native  infants  under 
the  age  of  one  year  was  due  to  summer  diarrhoea,  most  of  the  deaths 
occurring  in  the  months  of  November,  December  and  January. 

Summer  Diarrhoea  would  appear  to  attack  the  bottle-fed  infant 
more  than  it  does  the  breast  fed  infant.  For  of  the  243  infantile 
deaths  from  this  cause  occurring  amongst  natives,  125  were  traced. 
These  were  distributed  as  follows:- 


Artificially  fed . .  60 

Breast  fed . . .  20

2.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (Pages  30  to  37) 

(l)  GENERAL 

The  number  of  notifications  received  and  accepted 
during  the  year  was  731,  as  compared  with  670  for  the  previous 
year  and  046  for  the  preceding  year. 

Tuberculosis,  in  all  its  forms  150.  cases,  was  the 
most  prevalent  disease,  excepting  measles  (390  cases),  accounting 
for  20$  of  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified. 


(ii)  SCARLET  FEVER  (Page  34) 

This  disease  (33  cases)  was  limited  to  Europeans 
only.  As  usual  the  disease  manifested  itself  in  a  mild  form.  No 
complications  were  observed  in  any  of  the  reported  cases,  nor  did 
any  fatalities  occur,  whilst  none  of  the  patients  required  hospital 

isation. 


( iii)  LOOPING-  COUGH  (Page  33) 

09  Cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported  and 
accepted  during  the  year.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
suffering  from  this  disease  must  be  ascribed  to  the  use  of  the 
combined  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  vaccine. 

Three  deaths  were  recorded  as  having  been  due  to 
this  disease.  The  actual  number  was  probably  much  higher,  as  many 
native  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  broncho-pneumonia  which  was 
probably  secondary  to  pertussis. 

(lv)  MEASLES  (pa3e  33) 

As  usual  measles  headed  the  list  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year  with  390  oases  (or  54/o)  out  of 
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a  total  of  731  notifications  received  for  all  infectious  disease. 

The  disease  pursued  a  mild  course  in  the  vast -majority  of 
cases,  and  no  deaths  from  this  disease  were  recorded. 


(v)  DIPHTHERIA  (Page  34) 

During  the  year  17  cases,  of  which  4  were  Europeans, 
of  Diphtheria  were  received,  resulting  in  3  (l  European)  deaths. 

As  the  result  of  continuous  agitation  and  propaganda  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  a  large  percentage  of  European  children  receive  protection 
by  immunisation  before  their  first  birthday.  A  small  minority  of 
parents  do  not  however  give  their  children  this  protection  hence 
it  is  inevitable  that  cases  should  occur  amongst  such  unprotected 
children. 


During  the  year  277  European  children  received  the 
full  course  of  3  injections  at  the  clinic,  whilst  267  were  immu¬ 
nised  by  private  practitioners.  Locally  the  3-  injection  "Anatoxin 
is  used  in  combination  with  whooping  cough  vaccine.  Little  or  no 
discomfort  is  caused  the  patient,  nor  have  any  toward  symptoms 
been  observed  amongst  the  hundreds  of  children  who  have  been  immu¬ 
nised. 


( vi )  PSURPERAL  SEPSIS 

No  oases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

( vll)  C.3.  MENINGITIS  (Page  35) 

2l  Cases,  with  case  mortality  rate  of  20$  were  noti¬ 
fied  during  the  year.  An  unusually  large  number  (6)  occurred 
amongst  Europeans,  with  1  death. 


(vili)  LEPR0S1 

One  native  was  notified  as  suffering  from  this 
disease,  and  was  transferred  to  the  Leper  Asylum. 

( lx)  ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 

Benoni  was  singularly  fortunate  in  not  having  had 
a  single  case  of  polio  during  the  year  under  review. 


( x)  ENTSRI C _ FEVER 


(Page  35) 


21  Cases  (3  European,  3  Mining  Natives  and  15  Non 
Mining  Native  cases)  occurred  during  the  year.  No  one  particular 
area  was  affected,  the  cases  occurring  sporadically  throughout 

the  municipal  area. 

4  Deaths  from  this  disease  occurred,  giving  a  case 
Mortality  Rate  of  20%% 
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During  the  year  9,860  persons  were  immunised  amainst 
this  disease. 

The  practice  instituted  several  years  ago  of  sub¬ 
jecting  all  food  handlers  to  the  Vi  Test  continues,  all  Vi  Positive 
Cases  being  presumed  to  be  Enteric  Fever  carriers.  These  are  ex¬ 
cluded  from  food  handling  trades. 

During  the  year  622  foodhandlers  were  subjected  to 
the  Vi  Test.  Of  these  10  (2,9%)  were  found  to  be  Vi  Positive. 


(xl)  SMALL  POX 

No  cases  of  small  pox  occurred  during  the  year. 


(xil)  TUBERCULOSIS  (Pages  30,  31  and  36) 

In  the  presence  of  a  continuation  of  the  causative 
factors,  the  incidence  rate  in  the  Non  Mining  Native  population 
particularly,  as  is  to  be  expected,  remains  high.  These  causative 
factors  are  poor  feeding, .bad  housing,  overcrowding,  fatigue,  etc. 
and  lack  of  facilities  for  the  proper  isolation  and  segregation 
of  sufferers  and  contacts.  As  long  as  this  remains,  so  long  will 
tuberculosis  loom  as  a  menace,  not  only  to  this  section  of  the 
community,  but  to  all  members,  irrespective  of  colour. 

Public  interest  in  this  controllable  disease  would 
appear  to  be  awakening  at  last.  With  the  formation  of  local 
branches  of  S. A.N . T. A.  throughout  the  country,  it  may  well  be  that 
a  settlement  on  the  East  Rand  will  be  established  in  the  not  too 
distant  future.  Whilst'  many  of  the  causative  factors  will  still 
remain,  nevertheless  the  provision  of  facilities  for  isolation  of 
sufferers  and  contacts  will  at  least  help  very  considerably  to 
lessen  the  spread  of  this  scourge. 


3.  VENEREAL _ DISEASE  (Pages  41  and  42) 

The  various  clinics  operating  for  the  Non-European 
sections  of  the  community  continue  to  be  extremely  well  patronised. 


4 .  MATERNAL  _ AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

(Pages  38  and  39) 

(a)  The  Ante-Natal,  District  Midwifery  and  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  continue  to  be  extremely  well  patronised,  thus 
lending  evidence  of  the  vital  role  these  services  fulfil  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  welfare  and  health  of  the  future  citizens. 

(b)  The  various  clinics  operated  by  the  Department  were 
exoanded  during  the  year,  by  the  opening  of  a  new  clinic  building 
at"  the  Apex  Emergency  Camp,  to  cater  for  the  inhabitants  resident 
there.  Evidence  of  the  need  for  such  services  is  amply  justified 
■by  perusal  of  the  number  of  attendances  at  the  various  clinics. 

(  c)  /. . . 
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(c)  A  further  expansion  in  the  Department's  activities 
is  to  be  noted  in  the  appointment  of  3  native  midwives  to  operate 
in  the  location.  This  maternity  service  is  additional  to  the  service 
already  provided  by  the  Joint  District  Midwifery  Service  administer¬ 
ed  on  behalf  of  the  Town  Councils  of  Benoni  and  Boksburg  by  the 
3 ok sb ur g-3 eno ni  Hospital  Board. 

Further  expansion  of  the  Department's  activities 
is  to  be  found  in  the  contemplated  erection  of  a  clinic  building 
to  serve  Northmead  and  its  environs.  The  vast  expansion  occurring 
nere  merits  the  establishment  of  such  a  building  to  serve  this 
neighbourhood.  This  building  has  been  agreed  to  in  principle  and, 
it  is  hoped,  building  operations  will  commence  as  soon  as  funds 
are  available. 


5.  FOODSTUFFS  AND  FOOD  SHOPS 

Continued  attention  was  paid  to  the  control  of  food 
handling  in  shops,  cafes,  restaurants,  dairies,  markets,  market 
gardens,  boarding  houses  and  hotels. 

All  foodhandlers,  European  as  well  as  Non- European,  were 
screened  and  subjected  to  Yi  Testing  for  the  Enteric  Fever  Carrier 
State. 


During  the  year  622  foodhandlers  (of  whom  60  were  Europeans) 
were  blood  tested.  Of  these  18  (l  European)  ,  found  to  be  Yi 
Positive  were  excluded  from  the  foodhandling  trade. 


6.  ABATTOIRS  (Page  5l) 

Ml  meat  intended  for  sale  in  Benoni  is  either  "slaught¬ 
ered  at  the  Municipal . Abattoir ,  or  if  slaughtered  at  some  other 
approved  Abattoir,  is  re-inspected  locally  prior  to  being  passed 
for  human  consumption. 

Owing  to  the  irregularity  and  the  fluctuations  in  the 
numbers  of  animals  sent  to  the  abattoirs  -  factors  over. which  the 
local  authority  has  no  control  -  the  abattoir  continued  to  show  a 
large  annual  deficit  which  was  met  from  general  revenue. 


7,  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (Pages  47  and  48) 

All  dairy  premises,  both  within  and  without  the  municipal 
area,  supplying  milk  to  Benoni,  other  than  those  dairies  situated 
within  and  controlled  by  other  local  authorities  with  a  full  time 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  were  regularly  visited  and  inspected 
by  the  Department's  Dairy  Inspector  and  Veterinary  Officer.  Cer¬ 
tain  supplementary  inspections  were  also  made  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Advice  was  tendered  and,  where  necessary, 
suitable  action  taken  to  ensure  that  none  but  a  clean  and  safe 
milk  supply  was  permitted  to  be  introduced  into  Benoni. 
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Routine  Chemical  Bacteriological  and  Visible  Dirt  Test 
examinations  were  undertaken  throughout  the  year. 


0.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  of  water  for  all  premises  situated  within  the 
townships  is  drawn  from  the  Rand  Water  Board  -  an  impeccable  supply. 

The  semi-rural  areas  (e.g.  Cloverdene)  rely  for  their 
supplies  on  boreholes.  The  water  from  these  sources  is  periodically 
subjected  to  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis.  Certain 
of  the  mines  augment  their  domestic  supply,  drawn  from  Rand  Water 
Board,  by  water,  drawn  from  their  own  sources,  for  flushing  and 
cleansing  purposes. 


9.  NIGHT  soil  and  refuse 
removal  "Services 

The  sewerage  reticulation  of  Northmead  continues  to  make 
progress.  As  at  30th  June,  1952,  600  stands  in  this  area  have  been 
connected  to  the  sewers*.  It  is  anticipated  that,  during  the  year, 
the  sewering  of  the  remaining  areas  (including  Airfield)  will  have 
been  greatly  accelerated* 


10.  VERMIN  CONTROL  (Page  43) 

The  maintenance -of  anti-plague  measures,  including  the 
maintenance  of  a  rodent  free  belt  around  the  town,  continued 
without  relaxation. 

As  usual  special  attention  in  the  eradication  of  rodents 
was  paid  the  location  areas.  Owing  to  the  nature  of  conditions 
appertaining  here  rodents  abound  and  flourish.  Hence  whilst  com¬ 
plete  eradication  of  rodents  in  these  areas  is  impossible  of 
achievement,  nevertheless  the  rodent  population  is  restricted  to 
the  minimum. 


11.  OTHER  SERVICES 
( a)  MUNICIPAL  FIR3  BRIGADE 


Medical  attention  to  members  (and  families)  of  the  Fire 
Brigade  is  undertaken  by  the  medical  personnel  of  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

(b)  NATIVE  EMPLOYEES 

Frior  to  being  accepted  into  Council’s  service,  all  prospec¬ 
tive  native  employees  are  medically  examined  by  the  Department. 

All  Council’s  native  employees  received  medical  attention  from 
the  Department,  except  in  those  cases  requiring  hospitalisation. 

(  c)  /. .  . 
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(  c)  hacs  welfare  clinic 


This  clinic  continues  to  serve  a  most  useful  purpose*  parti¬ 
cularly  the  poorer  sections  of  the  community. 

(A)  IASS  OFFICE  EXAMINATIONS  (Page  40) 

Routine  medical  examination  of  all  natives  registering  for 
work  locally,  continued  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

(e)  HOSPITAL  OUTPATIENT  SERVICES  (Page  40) 

Hospital  outpatient  services  for  the  residents  of  Benoni 
continued  to  be  given  by  the  Boksburg-Benoni  Hospital  Board  in 
premises,  made  available  for  this  purpose,  by  Council.  These 
services  operate  for  a  limited  period  only  each  day  (Saturdays, 
Sundays  and  Public  Holidays  excepted) .  Such  a  limited  service 
is  however  quite  inadequate  for  a  town  of  the  size  and  importance 
of  Benoni,  particularly  when  it  is  realised  that  specialist  ser¬ 
vices  are  not  available  at  these  outpatients,  but  can  only  be  ob¬ 
tained  at  the  Hospital  itself,  situated  at  Boksburg.  It  is  clear 
therefore  that  nothing  short  of  a  hospital  in  Benoni  for  Benonians 
will  suffice, 

(  f)  DENTAL  CLINIC 

Negotiations  for  the  establishment  of  Dental  Services  for  the 
needy  of  Benoni,  have  continued  for  many  years  past.  At  last  these 
efforts  have  been  crowned  with  success,  and  at  long  last  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  completed  for  the  clinic  to  commence  operation. 

At  this  stage  it  is  appropriate  to  record  appreciation  to  the 
South  African  Red  Cross  Society  for  donating  much  of  the  equipment 
which  will  be  used  when  the  Clinic  commences  operation  early  in 
August.

UPON  THE  HOUSING  OF  THE  PEOPLE 
(l)  EUROPEAN  HOUSING- 

During  the  year  under  review  the  following  building  activities 
took  place  in  the  township  areas:-

The  progress  in  regard  to  the  housing  of  the  middle  and  upper 
income  groups,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  a  previous  report, 
has  been  well  maintained*  The  housing  of  these  groups  is  satis¬ 
factory  . 


Serious  consideration  must  however  now  be  given  to  the  housing 
of  the  poorer  section  of  the  community.  T.Vith  the  rapid  expansion 
in  industrialisation,  there  has  been  evident  a  large  influx  of 
the  poorer,  more  lowly  paid,  type  of  family  entering  Benoni. 

These  families  require  to  be  provided  with  housing  at  a  lesser 
rent  than  is  normally  the  case.  But  such  housing  is  not  available. 
The  consequence  is  that  families  have  had  recourse  to  "doubling  up". 
This  "doubling  up  process"  has  been  evident  in  areas,  which  up  to 
a  year  or  two  ago,  were  singularly  free  from  overcrowding.  This 
picture  is  now  however  rapidly  changing,  and  unless  suitable  hous¬ 
ing  is  provided  in  the  very  near  future  for  the  lower  income  groups, 
slum  conditions  will  soon  occur  in  various  parts  of  the  township, 
in  addition  the  backlog  of  housing  will  become  so  acute  as  to  be 
almost  impossible  of  solution.  The  trend  of  conditions  noted  in 
the  previous  report  have  now  become  a  reality,  and  it  seems  perti¬ 
nent  to  quote  that  report,  which  reads  as  follows 

"Housing  of  the  poorer  sections  of  the  community  is  most 
unsatisfactory,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  time  is  fast 
approaching  when  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to¬ 
wards  an  expansion  ox  the  present  sub— economic  housing 
scheme  in  order  to  cater  for  this  section  of  the  community".

Unfortunately  no  progress  has  yet  been  made  with  regard  to  the 
re-housing  of  natives  living  in  squalor  in  the  Apex  Emergency  Camp. 
Here  the  buildings,  being  of  a  temporary  nature,  are  constructed  of 

hessian,  etc.  etc.  However  it  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped 
that  land  will  soon  be  available,  and  when  once  obtained  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  building  operations  will  commence  with  the  least 
possible  delay. 


details  regarding  building  operations  in  the  native  areas,  are 
as  set  out  under:- 

1.  (a)  Turing  the  period}  1st  July,  1951  to  30th  Juno, 

1952,  523  municipal  economic  houses  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Council. 

(b)  The  cost  per  house  was  approximately  £368.0.0. 

2.  (a)  Twenty- three  houses  were  privately  completed 

during  this  period,  and  the  houses  were  passed 
as  being  satisfactory. 

(b)  The  approximate  value  of  these  houses  is  £10,500. 


3.  No  business  premises  were  built  by  the  Council 
during  this  period.  Mention  should,  however,  be 
made  of  the  \7attville  Post  Office,  which  cannot 
be  classified  as  a  business  premises. 

4.  (a)  Six  business  premises  were  completed  privately 

in  the  Benoni  Native  Township,  and  one  business 
premise  was  completed  privately  in  the  Coloured 
Section, 

(b)  The  value  of  business  premises  in  the  Benoni 

Native  Township  is  estimated  to  be  about  £3, GOO, 
and  the  business  premises  in  the  Coloured  Section 
is  estimated  at  £600. 

5.  During  the  period  under  review  29  siteholders  made 
alterations  and  additions  to  their  existing  houses. 
The  difficulty  of  estimating  accurately  the  value 
of  these  alterations  and  additions  has  been  pre¬ 
viously  pointed  out,  but  it  is  considered  that  the 
appr o ximat e  val u c  wo ul d  be  £1,450.
